OMAN TO REJOIN ARAB RANKS, RENOUNCE SADAT AT NEXT SUMMIT 
Paris AL-MUSTAQBAL in Arabic Jun 60 p 32 


[Article by Najib ‘Abd-al-Hadi: ‘Five-Point Kuwaiti Working Paper For Arab 
Summit In Jordan”) 


[Text] Kuwait--"The Arab Gulf region is one area of the world that is 
still politically, economically and commercially exciting. Political 
events in the Arab world and the Middle East still have an impact on the 
gulf countries not only because of the riches lying beneath and above their 
sands, but also because of the high concentration of communities from other 
Arab states who are seeking 4 way to earn a living in the Gulf.” 


These words were spoken by a senior gulf official, who added, “Deapite the 
fact that most of the countries of the Arab Gulf are not areas of strife 
or militant action, reactions to any event that takes place in the Middle 
East are clearly evident. Reactions are reflected in the gulf press and 
people's conversations, and the event becomes a topic of daily political 
discussion and comment.” 


The official gave examples of that. He said, “Take, for example, the 
lraqi-Iranian dispute; the position of the Sultanate of Oman regarding 
al-Sadat's regime and initiative; the statements of Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd- 
al-'Aziz and the government-initiated, deliberate rumors that followed it; 
the political situation in the United Arab Emirates and their evident 
impotence under the federation laws to which each of the rulers of the 
seven emirates is committed; the Syrian-Iraqi dispute; the cooling off of 
Jordanian-Syrian relations; and the Morocco-Algerian dispute." 


Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad, the deputy prime minister of foreign affairs of 
Kuwait spoke to AL-MUSTAQBAL about this situation. He said, “Israel, 
together with ite chief ally the United States, cannot find a more suitable 
climate for ite work than that provided by Arab co: iicts and disputes. 

As long as these superficial disputes continue to mer Arab relations, the 
region will remain exposed to the most viscious attecks, and will remain 
vulnerable to foreign schemes." He added, "A succession of Arab summit 
conferences has been able to accomplish a great deal, but has been unable 


























to devise a collective Arab strategy. Therefore, our firm conviction which 
inepires our activities demands that ae we prepare for the Lith summit 
conference, which will be held in the Jordanian capital next November, we 
endeavor to do the following: 


|. Traneform the Arab world into a single front which rejects the solutions 
produced by al-Sadat's initiative and the Camp David accords, 


2’. Put a step to and find solutions for inter-Arab disputes, and turn our 
attention to the more important matters which bear on the destiny and future 
of the Arab nation, 


‘}. Turn our complete attention to devising a unified Arab etrategy, 
including political activity and economic planning so as to place our econ- 
omy in the service of our political ends, 


4. Work tirelessly and earnestly to fill the political void created by 
al-Sadat's pullout from the Arab ranks and his joining the enemy side. 


5. Give serious and devoted attention to building up our own st cength so 
as to restore solidarity to our home front, and so that we will ve able 
to face any danger and eventuality.” 


Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad said, “We support the point of view of Jordan's King 
Husayn which holds that it is necessary to allocate sufficient time to 
summit conferences, because the subjects discussed by the Arab leaders are 
of considerable importance and consequence. Therefore, the element of 
sufficient time to discuss and study them, then make decisions commensurate 
with the dimension of the dangers and the importance of the subjects, is 
what the Arab leaders must take into consideration, 


Shaykh Sabah added, "This is what we expect to happen at the Amman summit 
conference. We also expect that the Arab leaders will be able to lay down 
a scale of priorities. We hope that they will not carry their disputes 
to the conference so that efforts may not be dissipated and so that super- 
fluous arguments may not proliferate. We are faced with one central and 
crucial issue. As long as our efforts are not united and our goals not 
unified, the situation of the Arabs will go from bad to worse, and the 
consequences will be disastrous. Only God knows the extent of the losses 
we will suffer." 


Turning to another matter, there is considerable information in political 
and diplomatic circles here indicating that the position of the Sultanate 
of Oman is not as reflected in the Arab information media. There are 

clear indications that extremely important developments have taken place 

in the sultanate's position. An Omani official said that his country “is 
now inclined co believe that President al-Sadat's initiative has practically 
reached a dead end, and that the possibility of its succeeding has become 
remote. The sultanate felt that it was necessary to give President al-Sadat 











every opportunity and ample time to puraue hia initiative, provided that 
the resulte were in accord with the decisions of the [Arab] summit confer 
ences which apecify no abandonment of Arab rights, the return of lerael to 
ite borders before 5 June 196/, and the right of the Palestinian people & 
determine their own destiny and establiah they own independent atate, 


"However, President al-Sadat has not been able to achieve these goals. 
Therefore, the sultanate will not continue to support hie policy. The 
sultanate will find iteelf compelled to reexamine ita political position 
on al-Sadat." 


Informed Jordaniow sources have assured AL-MUSTAQBAL that on the basia of 
detailed information, Jordan ia convinced that, at the Amman summit conlfer- 
ence, the Omani position will conform to that of the reat of the Arab 
countries which oppose the policy of President al-Sadat, and that Sultan 
Qabuse ibn Sa'id, the sultan of Oman, will head hie country's delegation 

to the conference. 


it seems that the purpose of the visit to Baghdad of Mr Qaye ‘Abd al-Mun'im 
al-Zawawi, the Omani minister of atate for foreign affairs, was to explain 
the Omani position to Iraqi politica leaders, and to assure them that the 
Sultanate of Oman has not allowed, and will not allow, the establishment of 
U.S. military bases on ite soil, and that there is absolutely no basis to 
what has been said and is being said on thie subject. The purpose of the 
visit to Cairo of Mr Yusuf al -‘Alawi, the Omani deputy minister of foreign 
affairs, and his meeting with officials there--among them Vice President 
Husni Mubarak--was to inform Egyptian officials of Oman's dissatisfaction 
with the method of Egyptian policy in dealing with the United States and 
Ierael, particularly in connection with Lerael's withdrawal from the occupied 
Arab land. Oman has also informed Egyptian officials of its disapproval 

of twe direction being taken by the autonomy talks for the occupied West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip, especially because there is strong opposition to 


the proposed autonomy plan. 


AL~MUSTAQBAL has learned that in recent weeks, the gulf countries have had 
intensive contacts with Omani officials to learn from them the latest devel - 
opments in the situation and the results of minister al-Zawawi's and deputy 
minister al-‘Alawi's talks with officials in Baghdad and Cairo. It has 

also learned that the purpose of the intensive conia.ce in the Gulf area 

has been to create a unified Gulf position in which the Sultanate of Oman 
can be an influential member, and can regain its importance as a Gulf 
country. It had been prevented by political circumstances for a long time 
from playing ite political role in Arab affairs in the Gulf region and the 
Arab world in general.

PLO'S AL=FAHUM SEES NO PROMISE IN EUROPEAN INITIATIVE

[Excerpts| Damascue--AL=&TYAD: There has been much talk about the date 
and venue of the next session ot che Palestine National Council. When 
will the session be held? What are the matters on its agenda? How true 
are the statements that some resistance groups not represented on the 
executive committee are to join the committee, particularly the minor 
groups = 


Al-Fahum: During the recent meeting, it was decided to convene the 15th 
session of the national council on 31 August 1980 in Damascus. As for the 
session agenda, a special committee comprising PLO executive committee 
chairman Brovher Yasir ‘Arafat, the general secretaries of the resistance 
movement groups and the national council chairman is currently holding 
continuing meetings to agree on all the political and organizational 
matters that are to be put before the council. 


As far as political matters are concerned, there is complete agreement on 
the importance of the political program which was adopted by the national 
council at its previous session and the approval of this program by 
everybody. The political program remains the firm basis for Palestinian 
political action in the international and Arab arenas. Naturally, new 
political developments, particularly the European move in the light of the 
Venice summit statement and Palestinian-Arab relations, will be put before 
the council in order to produce a unified Palestinian stand on them. 


Regarding the executive committee, a new committee will be formed on 

which all the Palestinian resistance groups will be represented. It is 
known that some of these groups are not represented on the executive 
committee, though all of them are represented on the national council. 

We hope that our next council will build the foundation for better inter- 
Palestinian relations and for making good progress on the path of national 
unity, particularly in the political, military and financial fields. 











AL@RIYAD: What ia the situation with regard to present and future Pale- 
atinianm- Jordanian relations in the light of the ideas and plans that are 
propounded from time to time in relation to the Palestinian cause? 


Al-Fahum: <Any talk about future relations of a constitutional nature 
with the Hashimite kingdom of Jordan or any other Arab country before an 
independent Palestinian atate is established is premature. As far as the 
PLO is concerned, precedence is given to the struggle by all means to 
achieve the inalienable national rights of the Palestinian people~-their 
right to return, to self-determination and the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state on Palestinian land, 


AL=RIYAD: What about the Venice statement and the PLO's remarks on it? 
Before the statement was issued, we heard that the Europeans were to 
present an initiative based on recognition of the PLO as the only legi- 
timate representative of the Palestinian people and of the Palestinian 
people's right tv self-determination’ 


Al-Fahum: PLO's official attitude to the statement was expounded by the 
PLO official spokesman on the conclusion of the executive committee 
meetings. However, I wou!4 Like to add to the official spokesman's 
statement that, for any European move to be effective--that is if Europe 
wants to contribute to the solution of the Middle East problem--it must 
take into consideratiotr two basic points: 


l--Any European move must take into consideration the fact that the Camp 
David agreement and what has resulted from it cannot be accepted and, 
therefore, it must declare the complete and categorical failure of this 
agreement. Any European move based on Camp David or on approval of its 
results cannot be accepted by the Palestinians and the Arabs. 


2--Any European move cannot be serious if it does not start by recognizing 
the PLO as the only legitimate representative of the Palestinian people-- 
which the Europeans must do as soon as possible if they wish to initiate 

a serious, objective and realistic move. 


The Venice statement does not meet these two points. Therefore, we cannot 
say that the European move is an earnest one or a step in the direction 

of a comprehensive solution to the Middle East problem. Any future 
European move must be defined in the light of these twe considerations. 

We are sure that the fact-finding mission to be carried out by the 
Europeans is only meant to defer any European action until after the 
American election.

The Machiavellian Game 


Anyone following events can see that the CIA is considering 4 return to 
the machiavellian game but using an islamic method, This game, which 
centers on the equation in which the CIA believes in dealing with the 
ruling regimes in the islamic world=-a belief strengthened following thx 
iranian blow=-is simply te “get rid of an old friend in order to fore 
stall a potential enemy.” 


The few thing about the machiavellian game thie time is that the CIA 
will play it using an lslamic method, Specifically, the United States, 
in dealing with the ruling regimes in the Islamic world, is primarily 
coneerned with preserving whichever regime implements ite policy regard 
less of the person heading the regime. in the Iranian experience the CIA 
did not realize watil it wae too late that the Islamic masses there would 
no longer accept anything short of toppling the shah. S80 that thie 
tragedy will not recur and the leaderehips loyal to the United States 

in the islamic world will not be teppied and, consequentiy, the regimes 
implementing the U.S, policies will not fall, the United States has begun 
to prepare to get rid of every ruler, regardless of his friendship with 
it, who hase reached the point of no return with hie people. it would thus 
forestall events and change the person without, of course, changing the 
regime so no forces would come and topple the individual and the regime 
loval to the United States with the United States iteelf thus becoming 
the loser. 


Here the idea of sacrificing « f: (end in order to abort 4 potential enemy 
becomes clear. Thies has actually happened in the military coupe the 
United States hase etaged in the area. The new thing about this game in 
the eighties ie that the CIA will play it with an Ielamic face. The 
United States is well aware now that the strong tide and the powerful 
current in the Islamic world ie Islamic. Therefore, it has to bow before 
thie current even if only outwardly. Therefore, there is 4 great possi- 
bility that the United States will create ruling regimes in the Ielamic 
world that would be only a facade capable of defusing the Islamic charge 
among the masses that are craving for an Islamic regime and so as to 
contain these masses without offering anything Islamic except slogans and 
imaginary inelitutions. To complete the game there is a possibility 

that the Cl’ will recommend the setting up of ostensibly Ielamic groups 
through which it could achieve the desired objective of exploiting the 
strong 'slamic revival in the lelamic world. There would be no objection 
to the CIA epending generously on these groups, in which case it would be 
incumbent upon the party toeing this line to attempt to defame the genuine 
islamic groupe that sincerely exprese the feelings of the Islamic eases 
#0 a8 to distort the image of theese groupe in the ‘“slins’ eves. 


The attempts in thie regard would go ae far as to accuse these groups of 
dealing with the CIA iteelf. There is ao objection to the CIA condemning 


iteeif ae long a this condemnation serves the desired purpose. 














Ae for last dimension, whieh is the informational, the CIA believes in 

the method of “whispering” in the ear. Therefore, Carter recently approved 
a plan for expanding and increasing broadcasts to the Islamic world in 
Persian and seven other languages, most of which are spoken in the Islamic 
world, Mereever, the U.8, Government is trying to buy air time from 
broadcasting stations in Saudi Arabia, Neypt, and the Guif states so as 

to be able to breadeast to the 50 million Muslims in the Soviet Union, 

in the meantime the U.S, Government has approved expenditure of $2 million 
to boost and improve the “radio liberty" programs beamed to Soviet Muslims, 
You can realise the significance of the increase in U.S. broadcasts to the 
Islamic world if you know that it is thanks to the efforts of (Paul 
lleinee), adviser to the National Seeurity Council and former head of the 
CIA office in Turkey. 


liowever, whatever games they play or tricks and tactics they plan, the 
belief that shapes us and the metal of which we are made are capable of 
thwarting their games and our Islamic character will remain eminent however 
they try to diminish it,

[Excerpts] Missionary activities in the country have been on the increase 
recently. We have heard about 4 missionary radio calling iteelf “the 
volce of atonement” broadcasting from 4 secret location in the area, 
Publications and leaflets are placed in outomobiles parked on the roade 
with a view to making the Muslims doubt their religion. in certain 
foreign schools, our children are being given a distorted picture of Islan. 
Some missionary organizations exist in the form of hospitale, clubs and 
suspect associations. 


iow can we confront these sissionary campaigns!’ What is the way to halt 
and combat their activities and to remove them from the area’ What suet 
the setat«c, officials and all Muslims do about this danger’ 


During the recoat session of the Pederal National Council, council member 
Sayf Sultan Sa'id addressed 4 question to the minister of justice, Islamic 
affaire and AWOAF, Muhammad ‘Abd Al-Rahman Al-Bakr, on combating missionary 
activities in the country. The sinister anewered by explaining his 
ministry's stand on the application of the Law on crimes injurious to the 
islamic religion. We eaid: The ministry has noticed the presence of 
missionary institutions in the form of cluss and echoole and various kinds 
of organizations. When Zioniem was expose’, it tried to come back in 
many different forms. It established rotary clubs, freemsonry lodges and 
the round table societies. The ministry submitted a report on the subject 
to the cabinet. After investigations, the relationship of these societies 
and clubs with world Zioniem was established. When the matter worsened 
and assumed thus ugiy proportion in the country, the sinistry tried by 

all means to check these activities which affect cur religion, state of 
affaires and security. 


The justice minister told the council members: The sinistry has acted 
upon the lav, but as jou know, many laws are not functioning and some 
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laws are implemented and some are not, We said: Some |societies) have 
responded but, in certain emirates, such clubs and inetitutions, which 
try to cover themselves with a cloak of humanitarianiam and benevolence, 
continue te exist, 


The sinieter added that the ministry, with all the power it has, cannot 
apply the law meticulously unless it has the cooperation and response 
of everybody, 


On the elestonary activities, the sinister said that they represent the 
vestiges of colonialiem which, upon be compelled to leave a place, 
leaves these behind to supply it with information. We pointed to what is 
taking place in some states in Africa and Southeast Asia in this connec= 
tion, We said that he is not singling our Christianity, or Judaien for 
they have exieted under the canopy of Islam. It is the missionary opera- 
tion and emphasis on subversience to imperialiem which we do not accept, 
The winister concluded hie reply to the question put to him by council 
member Sa'id by saying: The ministry has tried to apply the provisions 
of the law but it has not succeeded in certain areas. If the council 
wishes, it can form 4 committee from among ite members to tour the emirages 
and to meet with their highnesses the rulers to discuse this matter and 
the application of the law, 


iis eminence Shaykh ‘Abd Ar-Ra'uf ‘Atiyah, an official of the Ministry of 
Just ice, lelamic Affaire and AWOAF for the northern emirates, called on 
the UAE's departments concerned to halt the miesionary tide by closing 
the siesionary schools, especially convent schools, to seek out the 
clandestine radio and to silence it, to br those responsible for it 
to trial and to deport them, to close down the missionary hospitals and 
deport those working in them, to improve the educational process in the 
state schools so that the parents will not be compelled to send their 
children to suspect foreign schools, to eradicate religious ignorance 
through the information media and competent preachers and to turn the 
mosques into sources of spiritual inspiration and not to restrict thes 
merely to conducting prayers.

[Exeerpte|] The Seviet invasion of Afghanistan has been one of the events 
highlighting the Soviet threat to the Islamic world, Iislasic World 
League Secretary General Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ali Al-Harakan has made a state- 
ment in thie connection, We said: 


The league general secretariat has been watching the expansionist moves 
in the Islamic world by communien, which is threatening the Islamic home- 
land and has not been satisfied by seizing large areas of the Iisiapic 
territories which now represent a number of Soviet republics and embrace 
tens of millions of suppressed Muslims, thousands of mosques which have 
been demolished and hundreds of thousands of valuable books and manuscripts 
of Islamic heritage which have been confiscated. The communist danger 
is continuing ite march on the Islamic homeland, using all ideological, 
organizational political and, indeed, military weapons, as a consequence 
of which a number of Muslim peoples are facing direct or indirect Soviet 
ageression. 


The Muslim Afghan people are openly confronting the Soviet tanks, planes 
and war machine as well as thousands of Soviet experts. The Eritrean, 
Somali and other peoples are also confronting the same forces but in 
disguise. 


His eminence said that in order to confront this danger the league general 
secretariat submitted the following recommendations to the recent Islamic 
foreign sinisters conference: 


~-That plans be drawn up for each country separat ly to confront the 
communist move according to that country’s social, economic, political, 
cultural and military situation. 
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“That aid and support be given te the active Islam c organizations in 
every country and that efforts be made toward the unification of these 
organizations within one tramework having one program and one leadership 
to tneure unified confrontation of the communist threat. 


==that lelamic ideological capabilities and forces be mobilized and that 
those whe have had experience of communist parties and then reverted to 
lelam be utilized in drawing up plans and programe that will ineure total 
ideological confrontation of this danger. 


=~=That the establishment be speeded up of qualified Islamic institutes

REBELLIOUS STUDENTS SENT TO USSR 
Lahore NAWA=1-WAQT in Urdu 9 Jun 80 pp 1, 8 


[Article: “Four Hundged Demonstrating Students in Kabul Imprisoned and Sent 
to USSR") 


[Text) Peshawar, 8 June (PPL)--According to news received from Afghanistan, 
four hundred girl etudentse who were demonstrating against the government 
have been sent to the USSR. These students marched in a precession showing 
their dissent against the Russian army and the Karmal administration. The 
students passed the embassies of Pakistan and Iran and shouted slogans in 
support of Pakistan and Iran. Later, they demonstrated against the Karmal 
government in Amoomi garden. The large-scale arrests and transfer of these 
students to the USSR caused angry indignation in Kabul. People came out on 
the streets to give expression to their anger. 


According to reports appearing ine Srétish newspapers, eight thousand freedom 
fighters have entered the capital of Afghanistan. At the same time, about 
twenty thousand freedom fighters are keeping Afghan and Russian armies busy 
at a dozen places around Kabul. The presence of such a large number of 
freedom fighters indicates that they are ready for a major battle anytime. 
Kabul will become a battle field again. Even Kabul radio has admitted that 
opposition by the people has become serious and that they have killed many 
government officers. 


The war between the freedom fighters and the Russian army in Herat province 
has become very serious. One hundred Bussian soldiers have been killed there. 
The military governor of Balian province, where the army has rebelled, was 
killed and a brigadier of the government's army was cut to pieces. 


lt is said that demonstrations by students in Kabul have become a routine. 
These students usually shout slogans against the police state of the Karmal 
government and [show contempt] on meeting members o the police and the army. 
in their slogans, they call on the Afghan soldiers to stay home, while they 
(the girl students) will fight the Russian army. 


According to some reports, the Russians have the feeling that they will be 
recalled soon. They are selling their equipment, machines, batteries, and 
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sometimes even their vehicles cheaply to the Afghans. Reliable sources report 
that students were forced to participate in the ceremonies commemorating the 
1978 military revolution. However, when officers of the Russian army and the 
Khalq party marched by, the students began to throw bricks at them, 


The BBC reports that the activities of the freedom fighters are increasing 

in Afghanistan, and that about 140 Afghan and Russian soldiers have been killed 
in armed confrontations during the last six months. However, Kabul radio 
announced a greater number of dead soldiers, Russian and Karmal armies have 
killed many prominent scholars, teachers, authors and government officers, 

and destroyea 30 schools and a hospital. Tre freedom fighters have destroyed 
many bridges. The bridge connecting Afghanistan with Russia is one of them, 
The increase in fighting ie aleo reflected in the increased number of Afghan 
refugees entering Pakistan, After touring the border areas, a BBC correspon- 
dent reported from Qabras that thousands of refugees are heading for Pakistan, 
This implies that the Russian army launched a large attack as summer began. 
Some refugees have brought Russian weapons with them. This shows that news 

of opposition to the Russian army and of success of the freedom fighters against 
them is credible, 


Radio Tehran announced that the Russians suffered heavy losses of equipment 
and life in the Herat battle. According to some reports, 874 Russian soldiers 
lost their lives. Also, the freedom fighters destroyed 16 tanks and downed 
four MIG's and 23 bombers. The radio report said that this was the biggest 
battle in the Herat area. The Russians, numbering thousands, were supported 
by 1,000 tanks, 20 MIGs and 23 bombers. The Mujahids claim to have lost only 
17 people in thie battle and managed to take over a large supply of Russian 
weapons and ammunition. According to news reports, the battle in the hilly 
region of Herat continued for 22 days. [Tehran] radio also reported that 
Russian fighter planes bombed some villages killing about fifty men, women and 
children. Meanwhile, according to news received in New Delhi last week, 

was is raging around Kabul where four divisions of the Russian army with 2,500 
tanks and armored vehicles are stationed.

According to @ report by the FINANCIAL TIME's reporter from Tehran, 2,000 
Tehran Regional Water Organisation employees occupied this organization on 
Tuesday. They stated that the president of the Water Organization, whom 
they have now taken captive, wae also beaten. The reason for the takeover 
was the government's decision to reduce the employees’ salaries. 


Seven thousend Water Organization employees, including administrative em- 
ployees, proceeded to strike etarting Monday evening. Thies strike occurred 
when they were informed that their overtime work end housing el lowances 
were being revoked. in their words, their incomes in many cases were thus 
reduced to half. 


A laborer who was among those occupying organization headquarters stated 
yesterday thet bie wonthly wages hed dropped from 50,000 rials to 20,000 
riele and he added, “Now can we live on thie money?” 


Another worker, apperentiy « janitor, showed his latest paycheck which 
demonstrated that bis salary hed been reduced by 50 percent. 


The continued etrike by the Water Organization workers in Tehran will be 
extremely serious, especially because the lack of rainfall has almost de- 
pleted the water in the dam, and water rationing is in the process of 


beginning. 








One of the complaioate of employees in thie organization te that they hed 
not received selary increases since the time of the revolution, Selaries 
in alwoe. ail the other industries and in agriculture have doubled or 
tripled einee mid 1974, 


In the Last daye of the Shah's regime, hie government gave the employees 
salary increases which went a6 high as 150 percent in order to try to 
eliminate discontent, The victorious revolution increased these salaries 
ecill further and created « winiwum wage, which now ie 15,000 rials, for 
the firet time, Thie salary inerease enabled most employees to continue 
living to epite of the inflation which, according to an International 
Monetary Fund report, ie about 50 percent. 


The maxiqum government salary has declined to 200,000 riale per month in 
Tehran, The spread of the rumor that the government was intending to pay 
only 70,000 rlale in the form of cash and the rest of the salary in nation- 
ai savinge bonds caused such « severe reaction to develop that it seem 
that thie plan was hastily shelved. 


Strike in the Abadan Refinery and the Petrochemical Complex 


Reduction of the salaries of employees in the Abadan Refinery and the 
Southern Petrochemical Complex has met with resistance. The outside-of- 
capital allowance in the Minietry of Oil has been abrogated or reduced. 
The reason for these reductions te the low national salary budget, which 
totals $18 billion. 


Workers and employees at the Abaden Refinery have announced that in the 
event salaries are reduced they will proceed to strike at the end of this 
month, and workers and employees in the Petrochemical Complex have also 
already refrained from continuing to work several times.

PETROCHEMICAL INDUSTRY INCREASES PRODUCTION 
Baghdad B/.GHDAD OBSERVER in English 7 Jul 80 p 6 


[Text] The petrochemical industry is a modern industry in the world if com- 
pared with the rest of the existing industries. But the features of this 
industry became clear only after World War II. However, this industry which 
emerged in early 20's of this century, developed in a fast manner during 
the 1960's. 


The main characteristic of this industry is that it provides good substitutes 
for the natural traditional commodities such as iron, timber, glass, jute, 
aluminum and other materials which have limited resources in the world. 


According to these facts most countries who own this industry, are gaining 
big amounts of money in the field of importing the traditional commodities, 
and thus led Iraq to enter the field of the petrochemical industries with the 
purpose of gaining international markets as a source for manufactured and the 
nonmanufactured materials and to promote the national economic independence. 


The first stage of the petrochemical industry was built in Khur al-Zubair 
at Basrah at the cost of ID. 350m and its annual production capacity is 
150,000 tons and this project is gaining benefits from almost 1 million 
tons of natural gas, which were used to be burned during the days of the 
monopoly companies, to produce various kinds of chemical commodities. How- 
ever, this project is one of the big industrial complexes in the Middle East 
for consuming 1 million tons of natural gas and 100,000 tons of processed 
salt which will be produced by Fao industrial administration in Basrah 


every year. 


1. Ethylene producing unit: this unit, which receives 1 million tons of 
natural gas from the fields of the Iraq National 0il Company in Basrah, 
produces about 140,000 tons of ethylene a year; 270,000 tons of liquid gas 
and 43,000 tons of gas used as a source of energy inside the complex. The 
unit's production of butane is sent to the butane complex in Khur al-Zubair. 








2. Ethylene producing unit: thie unit, which receives 140,000 tons of 
ethylene every year from the ethylene gas unit, produces 9,000 tons of bu- 
tane and 33,000 tonsa of other kinds of gas annually. 


3, The chlorine producing unit: thie unit, which receives 100,000 tone 
of processed salt, produces about 43,000 tone of chlorine for the uses of 
the complex, 38 tonsa of sodium bicarbonate (solid) and 1,000 tone of 
sodium bicarbonate (liquid) for the uses of the complex and about 1,200 
tons of hydrogen every year. 


4, The unit of production of the P.V.C. and plastics: this unit which 
uses every year about 43,000 tons of chlorine, 32,000 tone of ethylene, pro- 
duces three kinds of Liquid plastice in the form of resins. 


The most important characteristics of the chemical industry if compared with 
the rest of the existing industries in Iraq are that the chemical industries 
represent a complex and advanced technology that is composed of the chemical, 
mechanical and electrical sciences. 


Despite the fact that the petrochemical industry is the most sophisticated 
and complicated one as it requires highly qualified personnel who should 
have special qualifications and proper practical experience with the purpose 
of serving the individual in a correct manner. Accordingly 2,000 engineers, 
workers and administrative personnel are currently at the site of work to 
join the project early this year. It is worth mentioning that these per-

The meseage was delivered by the vice-president of the Yugoslav federal ex- 
ecutive council for economic a'faire, Mr Zvone Dragan, during 4 meeting with 
the crown prince yesterday. Yugoslav federal secretary for finance Petar 
Kostic, Kuwaiti finance minister ‘Abd<al-Rahman al-‘Atiqi, and the Yugoslav 
ambassador to Kuwait also attended the meeting. 


Meanwhile, Mr Dragan had a midday meeting yesterday with the Kuwaiti minister 
of state for cabinet affairs, ‘Abd-al—'Aciz Husayn. Minister Husayn announced 
that those present at the meeting discussed the friendly bilateral relations 
whlich exist between Kuwait and Yugoslavia and areas in which these relations 
can be supported and developed. 


Husayn eaid that the two sides affi med the need to strengthen these relations 
and the importance of maintaining them. They also stressed the need to further 
support the strong cooperation between the two friendly countries in accordance 
with the policy which formed the basie for relations between the countries 
during the era of the late President Josip Broz Tito thus ensuring that the 
interests of both peoples continue to be upheld. 


The minister of state added that the meeting also touched on the policy of 
nonalignment, the recent nonaligned conference held in Cuba, the pursuit of 
the conference resolutions and recommendations, and the roles of Kuwait and 
Yugoslavia in the nonaligned bloc. 


The minister said: “In addition, the two sides discussed the call for an 
emergency meeting of the foreign ministers of the nonaligned states. Kuwait 
welcomes such a meeting, the time and place of which will be specified through 
contacts among the member states."

[Anewer] I reject the use of arms unnecessarily and for the wrong reasons, 
and | believe that arms should be used only ae a last resort, because arms 
do not solve problems. On the contrary, arms compl vate a problem, and 
therefore, arma should be used only for self-defense and for the protection 
of one's dignity and honor.

Incidents between the Phalangiste and the 
National Liberals are due to miscalculation. In view of the conditions 
through which the country is going, historical responsibility requires us 
to overlook some marginal and peripheral acts and incidents and look at 
what is more substantial and important. Because once the structure collapses, 
it will collapse on the heads of the Phalangists and the Liberals.

DAMASCUS MEETING LRONS OUT DLFFERENCES AMONG LEBANESE, PALESTINIANS 
Beirut AL-SAFIR in Arable 4 Jun 80 p 3 


[Article: "On the Meetings of the National Movement, the Resistance, ‘Amal’ 
and the Nationalist Front to Damascus; A Joint Statement and the Formation 
of ‘National Action Coordinating Committee’ to Deal with Transgressions 

and Help the Authority in Maintaining Security") 


[Text] The meetings which were held in Damascus among representatives of 

the Palestinian resistance movement, the National Movement, the "Amal" 
movement and the Nationalist Front under the auspices of Syrian foreign 
minister ‘Abd al-Halim Khaddam ended with the formation of "a joint committee 
for the coordination of national action" which would deal with transgressions 
and help the authority maintain order and security. A joint statement, 
covering common positions, was also issued by the four movements. 


The joint committee includes three representatives of the Palestinian resis- 
tance movement and two representatives each from the National Movement, 
“amal" and the Nationalist Front. 


The Damascus meetings had begun last Saturday when a delegation from the 
Syrian Nationalist Social Party arrived there on a visit. The delegation 
was led by Dr ‘Abdullah Sa'adah and include In'am Ra'd and 'Isam al-Mahayiri. 
That same day, minister Khaddam received a delegation for "Amal" led by the 
chief of the command council Nabih Birri. The delegation also consisted 

of coune!l members Col ‘Akif Haydar, Col ‘Abbas Makki and Muhammad Ghaddar 
as well ae “Amal's” military chief Abu Yahya. A representative of the 
Ba'th party, ‘Abd al-Amir ‘Abbas aleo attended the meeting. Discussions 

at the meeting dealt with the implications and ramifications of the clashes 
which took place in Al-Dahiyah al-Janubiyah [the southern suburb). Khaddam 
emphasized the importance of avoiding conditions and climates which the 
enemy is trying to create in Lebanon for the sake of imposing a new chapter 
of the Camp David plot. 


At the meeting, which was held at the foreign ministry at noon, it was agreed 
to hold a larger meeting which would include the "Amal" delegation, a dele- 
gation from the Socialist Arab Ba'th party, and a Palestinian delegation 
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headed by PLO chairman Yasir ‘Arafat and including Fatah central committee 
members Brig Gen Sa'd Sayil and Abu Mahir and 'Isam al-Qadi, secretary of 
the Sa'iqah organization, 


The meeting took place at 6.30 p.m. at the foreign ministry in Damascus. 

It was followed by a dinner banquet given by ‘Arafat in honor of the "Amal" 
delegation, where the talks were continued, Discussion focused on the 
al-Dahiyah clashes and the dangers they pose to the national existence in 
general and the Palestinian resistance movement and Palestinian refugee 
camps in particular. 


At 10 on Sunday morning, Khaddam met again with ‘Arafat and the members of 
the Palestinian delegation, the "Amal" delegation and the Ba'th Party dele- 
gation to discuss anew the question of common relations. Informed sources 
said that the discussions occasionally included some sharp exchanges during 
which accusations were traded among the participants as to the responsibility 
for the incidents. The meeting was followed by a luncheon given by ‘Isam 
al-Qadi. 


Yesterday, Monday, a delegation representing the National Movement went to 
Damascus to take part in the talks. The delegation consisted of Muhsin 
Ibrahim, George Hawi, Tawfiq Sultan and Dr Samir Sabbagh. In Damascus, the 
delegation was joined by ‘Abdullah Sa'adah and Jamal Fakhuri from the 

Syrian National Social Party. At 6.30 in the evening, Khaddam called a 
meeting at his office which included ‘Arafat and the Palestinian resistance 
delegation and the delegates of the National Movement and the Nationalist 
Front. The meeting paused at 9 o'clock to call in the delegation of "Amal" 
to take part in the discussions at the request of Khaddam. The "Amal" 
delegation had expressed reservations about meeting with the National Move- 
ment delegation unless such a meeting was based on a clear set of principles. 
Meanwhile, the Palestinian resistance delegation was also joined by ‘Abd 
al-Muhsin Abu Mayzar, Salih Ra'fat and Talal Naji. The meeting went on 
until 2 in the morning. At the meeting, the participants exchanged recrimi- 
nations, but were able finally to issue the following statement: 


"After a series of contacts among the various representatives of the Lebanese 
national sector to deal with the causes and results of the unfortunate 
incidents which have taken place in several Lebanese areas, the latest of 
which have been the incidents in the area of the southern al-Matn coast, a 
joint meeting was held in Damascus on 2 June, 1980, by an initiative from 

the Syrian Arab Republic and the Palestine Liberation Organization. The 
meeting included representatives of "Amal," the Lebanese National Movement 
and the Nationalist Front and was marked by a high spirit of national and 
nationalist responsibility and by an awareness of the importance of strength- 
ening the unity and cohesion of the Lebanese national arena. 


"The conferees examined the circumstances and implications of the latest 
incidents within the context of their common perception of the nature of the 
present phase through which Lebanon is going within the framework of the 
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general Arab situation. According to thie perception, the Camp David designs 
and the autonomy plot in occupied Palestine represent the sources of real 
danger to all the positions of national and nationalist steadfastness whose 
front line consists of Syria, the Palestinian revolution and the Lebanese 
national forces, 


"The conferees drew a link between the persistent attempts which seek to 
promote and impose the Camp David scheme in all its forme and formulas and 
the conspiracy which is being concocted in Lebanon. The circles which are 
taking part in this conspiracy are behind the attempts to penetrate the 
national ranks and undermine the historical unity of those ranks by means 
of contriving armed clashes among the believers in the same cause and the 
strugglers who are fighting in the same trench against the common enemy. 


"There was complete agreement at the meeting over the goals of protecting 
the integrity, independence and sovereignty of Lebanon and affirming the 
Arabism of Lebanon and the need to bolster Lebanon's national awakening 
in the face of the Zionist threat, stand up to the aggressions of Israel 
and its agent Sa'd Haddad, retrieve the occupied border strip, defend the 
Palestinian resistance movement and protect its interests and confront the 
Camp David plot and its consequences, including the resettlement plans. 


"While expressing their commitment to these goals, the conferres stressed 
the need for joint action in order to propel the procession of national 
entente along the road of quick implementation. 


"In addressing the consequences and ramifications of the recent regrettable 
incidents, the conferees stressed the vitality and necessity of the order- 
keeping role of the Arab Deterrent Forces (ADF) within the framework of 
their national and nationalist task. They also emphasized the need to 
cooperate fully with and support the ADF in that regard. 


"To bolster the common struggle, the conferees decided to set up a committee 
for the coordination of national action with representatives from the "Amal" 
movement, the Lebanese National Movement, the Nationalist Front and the 
Palestinian resistance movement. The committee would undertake the respon- 
sibility of bringing about the common national and nationalist goals, 
assisting te legitimate authority in maintaining security, dealing with 

all transgressions and bringing to account anyone who does harm in these 
delicate circumstances." 


The statement was signed by Yasir ‘Arafat for the Palestinian resistance 
movement, by George Hawi, Tawfiq Sultan, Muhsin Ibrahim, ‘Abdullah Sa‘ adah 
and Samir Sabbagh for the Lebanese National Movement, by Nabih Birri for 
"Amal," and by ‘Abd al-Amir ‘Abbas for the Nationaiist Front. 

Another Statement 


The conferees have also issued the following statement: 
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"The representatives of the "Amal" movement, the Lebanese National Movement, 
the Nationalist Front and the Palestinian resistance reviewed the official 
terroristic campaigne practiced by Menachem Begin, the racist occupation 
authorities and their terrorist gangs against the Palestinian Arab people 

and their national leaderships in the occupied territories, especially the 
attempts to assassinate brothers Basean al-Shak'ah, Karim Khalaf and Ibrahim 
al-Tawil and the criminal assaults on our masses in the occupied territories. 
As the representatives hail and salute the heroic steadfastness of our masses 
in the occupied territories, they declare their support for the general 
strike called by the PLO as well as their support for all the measures and 
resolutions the PLO has taken to confront the situation which represents 

a link in the chain of the Camp David and autonomy conspiracy which is being 
carried out by Begin with the backing and support of the United States and 
its agents in the region.

ESTABLISHMENT OF SUBSTITUTE PALESTINIAN STATE IN LEBANON FEARED 
Beirut AL~'AMAL in Arabic 15 May 80 p 2 


{[Article: "New Proposals and Palestinian Settlement Project; Basic Aim 
is to Frustrate Role of State, Debilitate Army fo od and Bring Down 
Country and People So That Substitute (Palestinian) State May Rise in 
Lebanon" ] 


[Text] Have the Palestinians achieved their aims by their attempts to 
block a national accord among the Lebanese, paralyze the regime and its 
military forces, and prevent them from pursuing their political, security 
and administrative responsibilities? 


This question has been posed at all Lebanese levels, but has received no 
answer as yet. The picture is expected to remain unclear even for the 
near future. However, if we take into consideration the experience of 
Lebanon and the Lebanese over at least the past 10 years, it becomes 
clear that the basic Palestinian goal is establishment of a state and 
partition. Thus, the organization [PLO] would finally achieve a sub- 
stitute state, unless the Lebanese authorities unite to confront this 
conspiracy which became a reality some time ago. 


The Palestinians have been working to achieve this goal for a long time, 
and there is much proof of that. 


In the sixties, they forced Lebanon to accept the armed Palestinian fait 
accompli through what is known as the Cairo Agreement, which imposed on 
Lebanon what it cannot bear. Everyone says that Lebanon could have 
avoided such an agreement had Rashid Karami , its prime minister at that 
time, not been indecisive, weak and submissive to the will of the Pales- 
tinians and to the political and military strategy of some of the Arab 
states, and had he not yielded to communist mob intimidation which was 
manipulated from behind the scenes by the Palestinians. The Palestinians 
spent a great deal of money to buy the consciences of a number of Lebanese 
in political, official and popular circles, relying sometimes on intimi- 
cation, and at other times, on sectarian fanaticiem and social problems. 
Their response was to exploit the weak points in the national structure; 
the incompatibilities between peddlers of politics, religion and ideology; 
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and the foreign agents among parties loyal to international communism, 
Thus, the Palestinians succeeded in the sixties in imposing the fait 
accompli without abiding by a single one of the articles of the agree- 
mente which they concluded with the state of Lebanon. This was in spite 
ot the fact that these agreements impaired the sovereignty of the state, 
and in spite of the fact that Arab and international guarantees had been 
given to Lebanon to bind the Palestinians to implement the agreements. 


Everyone also recognizes that the Palestinians succeeded to a certain ex- 
tent in the seventies in destroying the authority of the state in which 
they were living. They would have wrecked all the foundations of the 
country, if it were not for the stubborn resistance of the Lebanese peo- 
ple, who have become proverbial in every nation. During the seventies, 
the Palestinians were trying to establish the bases necessary to control 
all of Lebanon in preparation for establishing their own state in which 
the Lebanese would enjoy "self-rule" and nothing else. They could not do 
that. The resolutions of the Riyadh Summit, which were reaffirmed by 
the Cairo Summit, were the dividing Line which put an end to the Lebanese- 
Palestinian war in the hope that justice would be done by implementing 
these resolutions, that the sovereignty and independence of Lebanon would 
be restored and that the rebuilding of the state would be resumed. 


Today, what is the situation? 


With the beginning of the eighties, one can say that the Palestinian pene- 
tration of some Lebanese ranks has been removed, especially in the South 
and North, and even in western Beirut. This is a fact which even the most 
radical Palestinians do not deny. 


Nevertheless, the Palestinians are still trying to strengthen "their 
authority” in the areas in which they are present by using many devices 
and methods to prevent legitimacy from returning to these areas. 


They previously fought the Arab Deterrent Force and used many methods, 
even falsification and deceit, to prevent it from fulfilling the duty 
placed upon it by the Riyadh and Cairo Summits, so that the presence of 
these forces in Lebanon today has become meaningless. In doing that, 
they followed a policy of “divide and conquer." Today they have reverted 
to the methods which they used in the seventies, and they have been able 
to undermine the role of the state and the role of the army. 


The obstructionists controlled by the Palestinians continue to talk 
about “balance,” but as soon as a new defense law is drawn up, they speak 
ill of the “command.”

This is the principle on the basis of which the government is drawing up 
its policy of supporting the course of inflation and through which it is 
asserting its insistence on challenging the overwhelming majority of 
Lebanese people's demands that a limit be pleced on rampant inflation and 
that the crisis in living which burdens them down end threatens the future 
of their children be remedied. 


After the government hed carried out ite great “achievement” by doubling 
levies and indirect taxes in the General Budget Lew for this year, it re- 
solved to approve an increase in electricity and water rates, and then 
raised the prices of sugar and tobacco, while the monopolies continued 
their vile attack on wages and sucked up their power by engaging in the 
vilest types of organized pillage through control of the imposition of 
prices which they wish to speculate in in accordance with their whims. 


When it is stated that “the government is legislating for inflation,” this 
statement entails no kind of accusation of reality or the truth. Here is 
the Ministry of Oil, preparing to raise gasoline prices to 20 pounds per 
tank, to be followed by the Ministry of Economy, which raised the price 
of sugar to 175 piesters delivered to the cooperatives. 


Almost all the subsidiaries of the Ministry of Economy, which includes the 
Grain and Sugar Beet Department and the Consumer Protection Department in

\Article: “Issuance of Law Reorganizing Post, Telephone and Telegraph 
Minietry; Decrees Defining Tables of Organization and Filling Positions") 


[Text] The President has signed Law No 11/80 which provides for renaming 
and reorganizing the PTT ginistry. The law, which was drafted by sinister 
Michel al-Murr and passed by the Uhamber of Deputies, reads as follows: 


“The Chamber of Deputies has approved and the President of the Republic 
here!y promulgates the following Law: 


Acti le One: The Ministry of Post, Telephone and Telegraph shall be renamed 
the Ministry of Post and Telecommunications. 


Article Twot The Ministry of Post and Telecommunications shall consist of 
the ‘ollowing unite: 


— The Joint Administrative Authority 

— The General Directorate for the Installation and Equipment of 
Telecommunications. 

— The General Directorate for the Utilization and Maintenance of 
Te lecommunications. 

— The General Directorate for the Post Office. 


The taske and functions of these unite shall be determined by cabinet 
decrees proposed by the Minister of Post and Telecommunications and issued 
within a period of six months. 


Article Three: The government, ecting through decrees taken by the cabinet 
at the request of the Minister of Post and Telecommunications within six 
monthe of the ieeuance of thie lew, shall be entitled to the following: 


i--To determine the table of organization of the said ministry and to 
designate positions of all types, determine their number and interrelation- 
ship, and set the qualifications for filling those positions, their preroga- 
tives and the grades, salaries and other compensations. 





2=-To consolidate the legislative provisions, administrative and financial 
procedures and the special provisions relating to the ministry cited in 
Article One and the establishments and companies subject to ite jurisdiction, 
and to combine all those into one set of provisions, and to amend or abolish 
any parte of previous provisions and set forth new ones that are commensurate 
with the new reorganization, 


k--To itnetitute new unite if and where necessary. 


Article Pour: The government, acting through decrees taken by the cabinet 
at the request of the Minister of Post and Telecommunications within three 
monthe from the issuance of the decrees cited in Article Three of this law, 
is entitled to: 


l=-=Determine the terme of job classification and transfers for the present 
permanent staffers of the PTT Minietry with relation to the newly created 
jobs and positions in the Miniatry of Post and Telecommunications. 


2==-Determine the qualifications and procedures to be followed in filling 
vacant positions in the Ministry of Post and Telecommunications from among 
permanent etaffers in the ministry, while exempting them from the require- 
ments of competition and age. 


}--Determine the qualifications and procedures to be followed in filling 
vacant positions in the Minietry of Post and Telecommunications from among 
contract employees at the ministry, giving them preference in permanent 
appointments and determining the years of service for which they would be 
given credit, while exempting them from the requirements of competition 
and age. 


4--Determine the terme and procedures with regard to filling the remaining 
vacant positions in general with the approval of the Civil Service Board. 


Article Five: Job classification and the filling of vacant positions shail 
be carried owt by decree at the suggestion of the Minister of Post and Tele- 
communications after the approval of the Civil Service Board. 


Article Six: All provisions which are contrary to the provisions of this 
law or which do not comply with its content shall be abolished. 


Article Seven: Thies law shall come into force upon ite publication in the 
official gazette.” 
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IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED FOR BEIRUT AIRPORT 


Beirut AL-ANWAR in Arabic 21 May 80 p 8 


[Article: "Plan for the Development of Beirut Airport; Improving Runways, 
Stripe and Tarmac; Costs Up to 570 Million Pounds") 


{Text} Airports are gold mines. Technical progress in the field of air- 
craft production has made big strides in terms of space and speed at a time 
when air travel is enjoying greater appeal and expansion. 


Airports have to be developed. Their organization and structures have to 

be imporved to cope with the new pace of modern age progress and technology. 
Air travel depends on the aircraft, the airport and the tourist facilities-- 
all of which constitute an interrelated network. A balance has to be struck 
among resources allocated for those utilities so that one can support the 
other thereby insuring that all elements of this network will prosper. 
Weakness or disruption in any one element will adversely affect the other 
two elements and ultimately hurt the country's position in the field of 
communications and tourisa. 


An aircraft is a huge vehicle in terms of the passengers that it can carry 
and the espace that it requires. That space is far bigger than its own space, 
because it also involves necessary ground services and support. While a 
train passenger requires 0.98 square meters of space in a train station, an 
air passenger requires 28 square meters in an airport. Airports have there- 
fore to seek new additional spaces. 


The Beirut International Airport seeks to keep up with the pace of progress 
and development in construction and organization. It is one of Lebanon's 
great national institutions and one of the most important factors of 
Lebanese economic prosperity. The airport plays a major role in employing 
labor in Lebanon. Thousands of people work for the airport or the airline 
companies. It also contributes to increasing the national revenue by means 
of the fees it receives and the rare currency it brings into the country. 


Characteristics of the Airport 


Among the characteristics of the airport is that it covers an area of 3.5 
million equare meters at a distance of 7 kilometers south of the city of 
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Heirut, It receives commercial and military aircraft, ae well as long. 
distance aircraft, Some of ite winge and pavillione still carry the scare 
left by the war, although reconstruction and repair work are already in 
progress and runways are being reinforced, 


The runways are now 27 yeare old, in their present condition, they cannot 
tolerate the weight of huge jets, such ae the Boeing 747's, Runways normally 
have a durability span of about 15 to 25 years, and it ie time, therefore, 

to reinforce and strengthen the Beirut airport runways. It ought to be 
mentioned here that the state had appropriated 10 million pounds for recon 
struction work in the airport and assigned this task to the Directorate 
General of Civil Aviation which has completed most of the repair and renova- 
tion work. 


The strengthening of the runways ie needed to insure the safety of passengers 
and planes. In that regard, it became necessary to strengthen the runways 

in 1977. end work began then to do eo. The first section of the western 
runway (2,640 meters) was completed and placed into operation. The remaining 
part of that section (610 meters) was completed after the clos ng down of 

the eastern runway because the two runways intersect. 


The cost of reinforcing the two runways amounted to 40 million pounds. The 
project involved reinforcement, pavement and the steamrolling of three layers 
of a tar mixture with a thickness of 32 cms and a 1 percent inclination on 
both sides for the drainage of water. 


As a result of reinforcement, the runways can now bear all the heavy pressure 
of aircraft landings and takeoffs by all the types of aircraft used in air 
navigation. There are no more fears that aircraft might face mishaps and 
accidents as a result of the deterioration of the old tarmac. 


With the help of the Paris airports authority, the airport development commit- 
tee had prepared a file about reinforcing the aircraft parking and refueling 
sections of the airport and the establishment of two terminal gates with a 
cutbined area of 33,000 square meters to enable passengers to board or 
deplane at the main terminal without having to use buses to get to or from 
the planes. 


There are reportedly several projects for the development and improvement of 
the airport. They include a project to expand and improve the main terminal 
building so that it can receive 6 million passengers a year. (The cost of 
that project was estimated at 120 million pounds in 1969.) There is also 

a project designed to build « new eastern runway with a length of 3,700 
metere--520 meters longer than the present one. This would be used for 

long distance flights so as not to restrict the biy jets carrying passengers 
or freight. Other projects include the establishment of a new premises for 
the fire control umit, «a building for food catering for flights, a car garage 
for the use of the various airline companies, parking buildings, relocating 
the (Aujiro) installations, the building of a railway (terminal), the building 
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of a canal to handle the overflow of the waters of Al-Ghadir river and the 
re-routing of the southern section of the Al-Awea'i-Khaldah autoatrad toward 
the sea, The size of the area needed to develop the freight facilities in 
the airport was estimated at 400,000 square meters. 


Repairing the Buildings 


A vieltor to the Beirut International Airport will see that repair work is 
being carried out inaide some buildings. The expansion and development of 
the Beirut airport are undertaken by the Council of Reconstruction and 
Development. The goale of the project are to etrengthen and repair the 
present runways, expand and develop the various ancillary facilities and 
services and the building and maintenance of a new eastern runway. The 
achlevement of those goals would enable the Beirut International Airport 

to reach the capacity it requires to cope with its expected needs by 1985. 
The major part of technical and engineering studies and designs was con- 
ducted by the Paris Airports Establishment, while Lebanese firms conducted 
other parte of them. In addition to the technical and engineering studies, 
there were studies pertaining to reorganization and management, the setting 
of fees, investment profitability and the probabilities and expectations of 
freight traffic. Economic studies conducted in 1974 have also been revised. 


The strengthening and repair of the present runways was begun by private 
concerns in April 1977. Thies is as far as the progress of the phase of 
studies and work is concerned, 

Project Costs 


As for the estimated costs of the project, the overall cost has been estimated 
at 570 million pounds. The following is a breakdown of the total cost: 


a. Strengthening and repairing the present runways and strengthening the 
secondary runways: 50 million pounds. 


b. Strengthening the parking tarmac: 80 million pounds. 


c. Developing the main terminal and its various installations: 160 million 
pounds. 


4. Building, equipping and maintaining the new eastern runway and its 
supplements: 123 million pounds. 


e. Construction of a building for food catering and equipping it with the 
necessary fixtures: 15 million pounds. 


f. A car parking garage: 15 million pounds. 
ge. A shipment and customs terminal building: 15 million pounds. 
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h. Miscellaneous other buildinga: 12 million pounds, 
i. Acquisitions: 60 million pounds, 

j. Studies: 5 million pounds, 

The total ia 570 million pounds, 


With regard to decisions taken about funding the project, the Lebanese state 
has decided to fund the project by issuing two laws to raise 150 million 
pounds and 425 million pounds respectively through loans. Nothing was 
decided in 1978 with regard to the cost increases not included in the esti- 
mates. The Reconstruction and Development Council had signed an agreement 
with the Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic Development for a loan of 8 million 
Kuwaiti dinars. 


As for the authority which is entrusted with the implementation of the project, 
it set up a special committee for the implementation of the project under 

the name of the "Committee for the Development of the Beirut International 
Airport.” The committee falls under the ministry of public works and trane- 


port. 


Eight Sections 


The project consists of 8 semi-independent sections which can be summed up 
as follows: 


1. Strengthening and repairing the present runways and strengthening the 
secondary strips. The task of strengthening the runways and laying down 
the water pipes and power lines has been contracted out and work was begun 
on 21 April, 1977. 


2. Strengthening the parking tarmac. Work involves recasting the concrete 
blocs, refitting the refueling pipelines and bu'lding the frame of the two 
gates leading directly to the aircraft for imme iate boarding or deplaning. 


3. Developing and improving the main terminal building, including the 
expansion of the terminal to enable it to handle 6 million passengers a 
year. The terminal building includes the arrival and departure lounges, 
the free sone and the restaurant. 


4. Completion of the ground services building. The main structure of that 
building had been set up in prefabricated concrete blocs and has now to be 
completed. 


5. Relocation of the fuel tanks and the construction of a car parking 
garage. Final studies for the projects of developing the main terminal 
building and completing the ground services building had been completed, 
and contracts for the implementation of the two projects have already been 











signed, Aa for the new eastern runway and ite supplements, the runway will 
be built according to excellent technical specifications which would enable 
huge, modern atreraft to land and take off on long-range flights without 

any obstacles or delays. The runway will aleo be fit with light controle 
and other navigational accessories and will be connected with the present 
parking Carmace, runwaye and atrips. The guidance and control equipment 
include runway lights and high frequency equipment for navigational aid. 

The building of the new eastern runway aleo involves the relocation of the 
two tranemitters belonging to the civil aviation (Aujiro) because they block 
the path of the runway, the re-routing of the railway line outside the 
eastern boundaries of the airport and outeide the (perimeters) required by 
air navigation, the re-routing of the Al-Awza'i-Khaldah section of the 
Belrut-Sidon autostrad to steer it clear of the area of the proposed eastern 
runway and to build a new highway section along the coast and, finally, the 
building of a canal to handle the overflow of the waters of Al-Ghadir river 
and rain water. The canal would run along the eastern boundaries of the 
airport until the Al-Yabis river to the south of the airport. 


With regard to the establishment of a building for food catering services, 
the plan is to provide a new premises for the preparation of 8,000 meals 
per day. (The project has been contracted out.) 


The car parking garage would consist of three levels in addition to a road 
network. Final studies on this part of the project are being prepared. 


The project of a shipment and customs terminal involves the construction of 
warehouses, customs premises and parking lots for employees. 


There will also be a number of buildings attached to the airport, particu- 
larly VIP lounges, a barracks for airport security forces and a new fire 
station.

(Text) The president has signed Law No 6/80 which provides for funding the 
construction of 20,000 housing unite throughout Lebanon. The law was pro- 
posed by minister Michel al-Murr and passed by the House of Representatives. 
The text of the law follows: 


"The House of Representatives has approved and the President hereby promul - 
gates the following law: 


hy Y Article: A bill providing for the funding and construction of 
20, housing units in all the areas of Lebanon, which has been referred 
to the House of Representatives in accordance with Decree No 2565 of 27 
December 1979, as amended by the competent parliamentary committee, has 
been approved. 


“The law shall be effective herewith. 
“B'abda, 17 May, 1980. 


"(Signed) Elias Sarkis, : resident; Salim al-Huss, Prime Minister; Michel 
al-Murr, Minister of Housing and Cooperatives. 


Text of Bill Passed into Law for Funding and Construction of 20,000 Housing 
Units in all Lebanese Areas: 


“Article One: A fund shall be instituted within the Ministry of Housing 
and Cooperatives under the name of ‘The Independent Housing Fund’ with the 
aim of funding and building at least 20,000 housi:e unite and necessary 
accessories in all the areas of Lebanon.

Topographical and study work has been assigned to the British engineering

Water will be drawn from the lower pert of Lake ‘Inman, into which the al. 
Liteni River flows, and « water treatment plant will be built at an eleva- 
tion of about 565 meters above ses level 1,500 meters from the source. 


After treatment, water will be distributed to the al-Kharrub region by « 
main line from south to north ending at the Municipality of el-Hardush. 

Meeting this line will be branches going from east to west covering the 

other areas by gravity. 


The main line will pess below the Municipality of Shuheym. Thies will re- 
quire the construction of an auxiliary pump station to provide drinking 
water for the Menicipality of Shuhaym, which is considered the biggest vil- 
lage in the ares. 


After water is provided to Shuhaym, it will be possible to use 3,000 cubic 
meters for distribution to villages. 


This project is the ‘vy solution to the problem of supplying the al- 
Kharrub region area, since the sources used now do not presently cover the 
area's requirements. The abovementioned project, however, will cover the 
needs of 45 villages in the area, which are expected to reach 21,600 cubic 
meters per day in 2000.

Plant, Dhuq Makayi| and Seawater Pumping” 


/Text/ In the framework of electric projects, the Development and Con- 
struction Council has approved the project to develop the southern fuel- 
powered plant in ai-Jih. The goal of the project is operation of the 
southern fuel-powered plant in al-Jin, which eterted in 1972 with two 
steam turbines with a capacity of 62 million watte each. 


The area's increasing power requirements prompted the Lebanon Electric De- 
partment to develop the fuel-powered plant within the context of the de. 
partment's /-year plan for the years 1977-1983 and give it priority in 
construction. 


The project is concentrated on the purchase, inetellation and operation of 
three steam turbines with « capacity of 60 million watts each, which are 
connected to the current ones. The bids were solicited on the basis of 
the pamphiet of conditions and the project was ewarded to the Swiss Brown 
Boveri Company and the Swies fire SGP. 


It has been mentioned chat the civil engineering designe are ready in the 
Lebanon Electric Department, which ie now preparing dossiers to solicit 
the bids to be presented to seven orgenizetions which have aiready been 
chosen. 


This concerns the setting forth of studies and work. The totel value of 


the commit@ent to project costes in 20 March 1978 prices equal 260 million 
Lebanese pounds, broken down as follows: 


Bquipment and machinery, 71 percent. 


Shipping costs, 6 percent. 
Installation costs, 16 percent.

Progress in ieplewentetion of the civil engineering work will make it pos- 
sible to inecell the first curbine in 12 months. Construction must be com- 
pleted in 28 months, including the building. 


The goale of the project to equip the firet part of the fuel-powered plant 
(Sham'un Two) io Dhug Makayil, as the Development and Construction Council 
hes detailed it, are as follows: 


Operation of the fuel-pewered plant in Dhuq Makayil begen in 1961 with 
four 105 megewalt steam generators supplying the 66-kilovolt dietribution 
system. In che first stage the Lebanon Electric Department plenned to 
establish two new sections on land adjacent to the existing plent with «a 
capacity of 125 million watts per unit.

The cost of the project wae estimated at 150 million Lebanese pounds in 
i9’*. Thie amount locludee Che necessary equipment and accessories listed, 
with theie epecifications, in the pamphiet of conditions and the cost of 
inetalling them along with civil engineering works, 


Project financing remeine under discussion and the abridged program states 
that the two million watt thermal turbines, with eccessories, will 
constitute two independent productive unite whieh will be ready for opera- 
tion with the equipment atteched to them in the summer of 1982 and the 
summer of 194), respectively.
